Incumbent O'Neal Walker 
trailed him with 164 votes 
and Charlie Reese, who has 
never held political office 
but who ran for office last 
year, was eliminated after 
picking up 94 votes. 


O'Neal and Walker will 
settle the race in a runoff 
election next Tuesday.

| City to terminate 
Knoblock contract 


A halt will be called this week to a controversial 
agreement between the City of Belle Glade and 
former city manager George Knoblock, according to 
Mayor William Grear, who said he is “sick and tired 
of the harassment” he has been receiving. 

Grear said Tuesday he had City Clerk June 
Boglioli poll the commissioners on the question. 
Mrs. Boglioli said Wednesday she contacted all the 
commissioner but Kenneth Harris last, Thursday. 
She said she has still been unable to contact Harris, 

"I'm just sick and tired of all the lies that have 
been told," Grear said in explaining his decision, 
“and all the harassment I've been getting, as well s 
as the harassment Tom and Ralph (Commissioners 
Altman and Kirk) have been getting.” 

The arrangement in question is that when 
Knoblock resigned his position on June 2, effective 
July 2, he (Grear) asked Knoblock if he would be 
interested in being retained by the city as a 
consultant to handle several specific programs until 
а new city manager is hired. 

Knoblock agreed to the arrangement and Grear, 
Altman and Kirk decided during a workshop session 
to direct City Attorney John Baker to draw up an 
agreement. 

Commissioners Aubrey Farmer and Kenneth 
Harris were out of town at the time of that 
workshop but both expressed opposition".to--the 
move, The agreement was actually authorized 
during a later special session. Harris was again out 
of town and Farmer was reported as being in town 
but that he would be "wasting my time" to attend 
that meeting. 

Farmer and Harris have consistently opposed 
the move and at least two candidates opposing 
Altman and Kirk in the city election coming up 
Tuesday have injected the matter into their political 
compaigns. 

One of those candidates has-referred to the 
special session as ‘backroom politics”, although the 
time and purpose of the special session was 
announced in a regular session beforehand. , 

Grear said Tuesday he has-consulted with 
George Gartner, head of the city's Community 
Develoment Program, and Gartner assured him the 
CDP has been gotten off the ground for the year 
and he believes he can now take over part of the 
load from Knoblock. 

Grear said he intended to talk to Acting City 
Manager Frank Anderson and have him notify 
Knoblock so Knoblock could brief him on his 
progress to date. 

Both Anderson and Knoblock said Wednesday 
morning they hadn't heard about the proposal. 

Grear said once he felt Anderson could handle 
the termination  administratively but when 
reminded — Knoblock's agreement had been 
specifically authorized by the commission, said 
official action may need to be taken. 

Knoblock said that as far as he is concerned,

there is no need for the city to terminate him; that 
all Grear has to do is notify him of the commission's 
desires and he would send a letter to the 
commission immediately to that effect. 

“There'll be no hard feelings on my part, if 
that's what the commission wants,” Knoblock said 
in a telephone interview at his Pasco County home. 
“The agreement certainly doesn’t represent an 
income of any consequence to me. 

Knoblock said he believes the city benefitted far 
more than he did from the agreement, citing 
benefits totalling $50,000 accruing to the city from s 
а single agreement he had negotiated with Palm 
Beach junior College. 

He said that at the time he was notified by The 
Herald of — commission's intent, he was working 
on getting the Palm Beach County Health 
Department to allow further hookups on.the city's 
sewage system. 

"But after I've heard this,” he said, “maybe I'd 
better hold off and contact the mayor" to see if he 
should continue his attempts. 

One of the controversies which has arisen since 
the agreement was signed was the amount of 
expenses Knoblock submitted in his first bill to the 
city. 

"I feel I'm above quibbling over expenses," he 
said. "So far as I'm concerned, if they feel the 
expenses are unjustified, I'll deduct. that amount 
and walk away ffom it, 

"I certainly feel that far more benefits have 
accrued to the city than I could ever be paid for," he 
said.

$796,350 grant has been 
awarded to the Institute of 
Food and Agricultural 
Sciences (IFAS) at the 
University of Florida by the 
U.S. Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency (EPA) to 
determine the safety of 
using treated municipal 
sewage wastes to irrigate 
and fertilize farm land. 


The waste management 
research project . could 
change the way cities 


dispose of treated sewage 
effluent and sludge, permitt- 
ing wastes to be spread on 
farm land and recycled 
through the "plantanimal-

human" food chain. 

Before land spreading is 
used on a large scale basis, 
however, EPA is seeking 
data on possible dangers 
posed by heavy metals, 
Viruses and oter pathogens 
in domestic and industrial 
sewage wastes. 


In announcing the three 
year grant today (Sept. 3), 
Dr. Kenneth R. Tefertiller, 
vice president for agricul- 
tural affairs at the UF, said 
the research will involve 20 
scientists in agriculture, 
environmental, engineering 
and veterinary and human 
medicine. Total cost of the 
project is expected to reach 


$1.1 million, with the 
balance coming from state 
funds. 

Tefertiller said the EPA 
grant is one of the largest 
ever awarded to any 
university, adding “it is a 
credit to the broad range of 
technical expertise assembl- 
ed in agriculture and other 
disciplines on the UF 
campus.” 

The study begins at a time 
when many cities are trying 
o meet tough federal “clean 
water” standards for the 
1980's, according to Dr. John 
F. Gerber, director of the 
IFAS Center for Environ 
mental Programs and pro- 
ject coordinator. To comply 


with these standards, cities 
must install costly advanced 
waste water treatment 
systems or opt for new 
disposal methods such as 
land spreading. 


"Advanced waste water 
treatment systems will more 
than double the cost of 
disposing of effluent without 
solving the sludge disposal 
problem, Rising energy 
costs make sludge incinera- 
tion increasingly impractical. 
Land spreading is a less 
expensive alternative, solv- 
ing both liquid and solid 
disposal! problems," Gerber 
explained. 

Land spreading also per-

mits and recovery of 
valuable nutrients from 
treated sewage. A popula- 
tion of 10,000 produces 
about one million gallons of 
sewage per day (MGD), and 
the annual value of the 
nitrogen fertilizer contained 
in this is estimated to be 
about $40,000. 

Recycling effluent and 
sludge through pastures is 
attractive, Gerber pointed 
out, because the grass 
constantly absorbs nutrients 
which can be "harvested" by 
grazing animals. The 
nutrients are cycled into 
plants and animals, and 
ultimately into the human 
food chain. 

While the use of land 
spreading is increasing, 
scientists and publie health 
expers are concerned about 
potential health risks from 
heavy metals, viruses and 


effluent and sludge so that ^ 


animal and human health is 
not endangered. If we can 
demonstrate that land 
spreading is acceptable from 
an environmental and health 
standpoint, then the costs 
for disposing of municipal 
effluent and sludge can be 
greatly reduced. In effect, 
we would then achieve 
advanced waste treatment 
by recycling these substance 
through agricultural sys- 
tems," Gerber stated. 
Principal investigators for 
the project are Dr. James. 
M. Davidson, professor oi 
soils, and Dr. George T. 
Edds, professor of veterin- 
ary medicine. The 20- 
member research team will 
monitor the fate or pathway 
of heavy metals, pesticides, 
drugs, viruses and other 
potentially harmful sub- 
stances in sewage as they

measure the effects of 
applying wastes with large 
concentrations of heavy 
metals and other harmful 
substances commonly found 
in industrial wastes, sludge 
will be imported from 
Chicago and similar urban 
areas for evaluation. 

Davidson's research group 
wi! apply different concen- 
trations of effluent and 
sludge io pastures, measur- 
ing the extent to which 
heavy metals, viruses and 
other materials may conta- 
minate ground water or be 
absorbed by plants. 

“We will perform different 
loading studies to identify 
those concentrations of 
effluent and sludge that 


metals, viruses and other 
substances can move throu- 
gh the ground тоге 
readily, Davidson explain- 
ed. 


“If we can prevent treated 
wastes from entering 
ground water in our sandy 
soils, the methods we 
develop should be useful in 
many other areas of the 
nation,” he added. “Since 
municipalities in the state 
rely op deep wells for their 
water, it is essential that we 
make every effort to protect 
these water supplies.” 

During the next three 
years, Edds' research group 
will conduct a variety of 
feeding trials with cattle, 
measuring the extent to 
which heavy metals, viruses 
and other substances affect 
the health of grazing 
animals.

The Cabinet suspended 
support of the canal project 
in 1972 pending completion 
of an environmental impact 
statement and an updated 
economic study. Without 
state support, it would be 
unlikely for Congress to 
legislate completion of hte 
the project. 

Canal supporters and 
environmental interests con- 
tinue to feud over the 
project, and it is important 
that a fair hearing be given 
to all viewpoints on whether

I have seen the publie 
support the canal and I have 
also seen their support 
wane. We have been hoping 
for nuclear fuel to provide 
cheaper energy, but if it 
becomes necessary to con- 
tinue with conventional fuels 
sveh as bunker C and coal 
our utilities cost — will 
evcalate just as it has for 
more than two years. Under 
these circumstances I pre- 
dict that Florida citizens will 
scramble to locate cheaper 
water transportation for fuel 
to generate less costly 
electricity. Thus a barge 
canal could be a necessary 
trade off of the next decade. 

The Jacksonville Electric 
Authority has estimated a 
savings of $2,000,000 per 
year by 1985 by converting 
only a portion of their 
generating capacity to coal 
and utilizing the canal for 
barge shipment. If their 
entire generating capacity 
were converted from oil to 
coal the estimated annual 
saving would total $46-49 
million. 

Taxpayers are willing to 
evaluate projects from sev- 
eral angles, but when their 
pocketbooks are hit by 
sharply higher utility rates 
it is human nature to listen 
to economics, 

Without prejudging the 
issue, the Cabinet will make , 
a thorough review of the

Defense is question mark for Glades Day 


The Gladcs Day School Gators 
were rated the top offensive and 
defensive team in Palm Beach 
County in 1975. A veteran 
offensive backfield and line wil! 
return for the potent Gators this 
year. However, the defense is 
another story and that's what 
concerns head coach. Riley 
Foster. 


“The ` defense will be a 
question mark,” Foster. said. 
“They are young and don’t have 
a lot `of experience.” 

Foster is counting on All-State 
linebacker Ken Buckner to 
anchor the Gators youthful 
defense. Sophomore Winston 
Byrd and junior Howard Ayres 
will join Buckner at the other two 
linebacker spots. All three have 
"good quickness”, according to 
Foster. 


Terry Carruthers and Curt 
Thompson will man the defensive 
end positions. У 

The nose guard will be Danny 
Bair, who at 5'10” and 240 
pounds, should be able to fill the 

ap. 

* Tihe tackles will be senior 
"Oscar Dominguez (6'0", 225) and 
sophomore Doug Tanner (6'0", 
180). David Teets (6' 260) and 
Mark Foster, the coach's brother 
will alternate with’ Dominguez 
and Tanner. 


The defensive backfield will 
be led by All-State cornerback 
Danny Kirchman. He will be 
joined in the secondary by Mitch 
Crissman, Alberto Rgcic and 
Elmer Miller, a transfer from 
Glades Central. 


Foster said the Gators will do 
a lot of stunting on defense. He 
added that they'll use multiple 
defenses. “We'll try to keep the 
other team guessing,” he said. 
"We have to out-fineese them, 
especially the bigger 
Foster said. Glades Day will 
probably start out from a basic 
“5-3” (five linemen, three 
linebackers) and then shift 
depending on what the opposition 
does. 

Offensively, Glades Day will 
run from the “wishbone” attack, 
according to Foster.
